DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Terrible Boiler Explosion—Four Persons 
Killed and Four Others lnjnred. 
D un kirk (O.), July 7th.—A terrible acci­ 
dent occurred near here yesterday afternoon, 
the boiler of a steaoi-thrasher exploding, kill­ 
ing four persons and seriously injuring four 
others. 
The scene beggared descripti in. The dead 
and injured were scattered about the place, 
and the air waR filled with the groans of the 
wounded and the cries of Their frantic friends. 
Richard Case was instantly killed. His 
head was blown a distance of 100 yards from 
where his body lay, and his heart was literally 
torn out and found at some distance from the 
trunk. 
Amsey H irdin was instantly killed. 
George Pisla was instantly killed. 
William Frederick died an hour after the 
accident. 
Ruby Thrush cannot recover. 
Jesse Frederick will lose a leg. 
John McVetty and A. M. Rower were 
slightly injured. 
The cause of the explosion is unknown. 
The boiler had never been used before. 
The llnrvard-t’olunibla Bowing Contest. 
N ew London (Conn.), July 7th.—The two 
miles Freshman race between the eight-oared 
crews from the Harvard and Columbia Col­ 
leges, rowed over the Thames course to-day, 
was won by Harvard in 11 minuteB 32 sec­ 
onds. Columbia’s* time was 11 minutes 37 
seconds. The race was exceedingly pretty, 
and hotly contested throughout. Harvard 
won the toss and chose the west side of the 
course. The crews were started by Trimbly, 
Captain of the Harvard University crew, at 
28 minutes past 12. Harvard got the lead of 
Columbia at the start, and both crews got 
away in good style, 38 strok“s to the minute. 
They swung along bow and bow until the first 
half-mile buoy was reached, when Columbia 
forged half a length ahead. This lead was 
overcome by Harvard before the end of the 
first mile. At the first mile buoy Harvard 
epurted to forty strokes, and got a slight 
lead, which was gradually increased to a 
length and a quarter at the finish. 
The New York pemocrac-y—Fighting for 
Expected spoils. 
Chicago, July 7th.—The Journal» Wash­ 
ington s|iecial says ; A private letter from a 
prominent politician in New Y-ork gives an 
inkling of the waQt of harmony between the 
two great factions of the Democratic party 
of that city. The question of a division of 
spoils in case of a Democratic success ia just 
now disturbing the Tammany and anti-Tam­ 
many factions, and rumblings of discontent are 
already heard at the leaders’ headquarters. 
The Tammanyites insist upon being assured 
before the campaign opens of an equal share 
of the spoils in case of success, else they 
threaten to bolt the ticket, and some even go 
so far as to declare that the;; will vote for 
the Republican candidates. The anti-Tam- 
manyites are averse to permitting Kelly and 
his crowd to participate in the spoils, and 
Tilden, through his friends, will, it is alleged, 
insist that the Tammany chieftain shall be 
left out in the cold. As the contest pro­ 
gresses it is seen that the struggle between 
the rival factions is only for the greater por­ 
tion of the expected spoils, and many influ­ 
ential business men oi the Democratic party, 
having become disgusted with the factious 
scramble, are daily leaving that organization. 
When November comes, many of them will 
vote for Garfield and Arthur, the candidates 
of the party that will secure good order, busi­ 
ness stability and personal security. 
The ('hlle-Prruvlan War. 
Chicago, July 7th.— The Inter-Ocean’s 
Washington special says: The Secretary of 
State has indicated to our representatives at 
San Diego and Lima that this Government 
would not decline to intercede in behalf of the 
restoration of [>eace between the two coun­ 
tries. The tone of the latest official advices 
does not encourage the hope that the offer 
will be accepted, as the Peruvians do not yet 
concede that their cause is hopeless, and are 
now preparing for a renewal of active hostili­ 
ties. About » year ago the United States 
declined to unite with Kngland and Germany 
to bring this unnecessary war to a close. The 
important commercial interests of all nations 
in that section have seriously suffered. The 
United States, now having taken the initia­ 
tive, Kngland and Germany will follow in 
their demands for peace. The Department 
of State regards the exoibitant demands of 
Chile for a money indemnification for losses 
incidental to the war and territorial security 
as a simple subterfuge, by means of which the 
Chilean Government hopes permanently to 
annex the most valuable portion of Peru. 
Senator Logan on tlic Political Situation. 
Chicago, July 7th.—Senator Logan re­ 
turned from New York yesterday. 
In 
answer to on inquiry concerning the charge 
that Senator Cockling exacted certain 
} 
>romises before he would support the ticket, 
ie said : “ I do not believe that there is any 
truth whatever in the statement. I was with 
Conkling very frequently in New York, and 
I talked very freely with him on the subject 
of the canvass. There was nothing in his 
manner or conversation that indicated any 
intention on his part of not cordially and 
earnestly supporting the Republican ticket.” 
Concerning the Democratic nominees he said: 
“ I think the nominations are as strong as 
the Democrats could have made, but I regard 
their candidates as being mere representatives 
of the party, and if elected they will carry out 
the policy of the Democratic party as thor­ 
oughly as any other of the candidates that 
went before the Cincinnati Convention. In a 
contest like this it is not so much a question 
of candidates, if they are good men, as it is a 
question of the policy of the party which they 
represent.”

Turkey and Greece-A W arlike Outlook. 
C o nstantinople, July 7th.—By order of 
the Minister of War, Reouf Pasha, the Gov­ 
ernor of Adrianople, has commenced to mo­ 
bilize the Second Army Corps. The task is 
difficult, as arms and horses are wanting, but 
Reouf Pasha hopes by the 20th inst. to hare 
21,000 effective men. Three squadrons of 
cavalry and 33 guns are in readiness for the 
field. Offices for the enrollment of volunteers 
were opened throughout the villages of Adri­ 
anople on the 28th of June, and returns for 
the first ten days report 1,400 enrolled. 
Troops were constantly arriving at Adrian­ 
ople during the past week. The Jiakit an­ 
nounces that the decision of the .Conference 
was communicated to the Turkish Minister 
at Berlin, who has been instructed to reply 
that the boundary adopted cannot be ac­ 
cepted. 
Goschen, the British Embassador, is con­ 
vinced that without the employment of an 
armed force no action of the united Powers 
will avail anything against the passive resist­ 
ance of Turkey. 
P aius, July 7th.—The Republiquc Fran- 
caise says : The Sultan’s refusal to obey the 
Powers would be equivalent to a dissolution 
of his Empire and the forfeiture of power by 
his race. Anything short of an absolute re­ 
fusal will not tequire the intervention of the 
Powers, for if the Porte merely declares itself 
unable to deliver the territory awarded to 
Greece, the latter is quite able to take it, and 
we do not see why they should disturb the 
peace of Europe.

THE ARMY WORM. 


WHERE HE COSIES FROM, WHERE HE 
GOES TO, AND HOW TO KILL HIM. 


" S ig n a l L ig h t s.—The recent] calamitous 
collision of two Sound steamboats has 
raised the question of the absolute neces­ 
sity, for the protection of human life, of 
requiring such boats to carry more efficient 
signal-lights than tiie miserable lanterns 
still in vogue. The electric signal-light,. 
with its remarkable fog-penetrating power, 
would have prevented the accident referred 
to, and its use on such boats should be 
made mandatory. 


Regarding the nrm f worm on the River­ 
side road there is no new development. The 
“ army ” is not unusually large, and the farm­ 
ers have successfully flanked it and “ ditched ” 
it in. About two weeks ago the worm ap­ 
peared near Florin, but ODly in sparse num­ 
bers, and have not proven troublesome. From 
other sections of the count}- comes news of 
the appearance of the “ invader,” but no­ 
where in great numbers, the Riverside

It 
is 
to

noted 
that the worm has been very destructive at 
the East, and has been the sabject of scien­ 
tific investigation. Professor Comstock, the 
entomologist of the Agricultural Department 
at Washington, visited the ravaged sections 
in Delaware, New York and Connecticut. 
He gives a long account of the worm, from 
which we condense as follows : 
THE WORM. 
The adult insect is a night-flying moth of a 
dull brown color, marked in the center of 
each fore wing with a distinct white spot, 
and w ith an expanse of wing of a little over 
an inch and three quarters. The egg is 
white, and almost perfectly spherical ; its 
average diameter is .023 of an inch. The 
moth deposits her eggs in the folds of leaves 
of grass or grain, nearly always concealing 
them from sight by pushing them down in 
the enfolded portion of the leaf, sr by ce­ 
menting the edges of the leaf together over 
them. The eggs may be laid singly or in 
rows, which sometimes contain as many os 
fifteen or twenty. The duration of life in 
this stage varies from fifteen to thirty days 
or more. When full grown the worms bur­ 
row for an inch or more in the ground, and 
there transform to pupal. 
his generations. 
The number of generations in a season 
varies greatly with thé climate. There are 
normally two broods in Northern Illinois, 
and probably three in the more southern por­ 
tions of that State. Professor Riley has duu- 
onstrated two broods ¡normally and three 
broods exceptionally in the latitude of St. 
Louis. Further south, during winters of un­ 
usual mildness, a succession of broods is kept 
up through the entire year. During the 
present winter (1879 ’80) we have received 
full-grown worms, with accounts of damage 
to winter grain in the months of December, 
January and February from localities as far 
north as Union county, South Carolina, and 
Marion county, Tennessee. Ordinarily, how­ 
ever, in these States, and always further 
north, the insect lies dormant through the 
winter months. 
WHERE HE LIVES. 
It passes the winter both in the moth, and 
chrysalis state, the former being more com­ 
mon in the southern part of the country, and 
the latter in the northern regions. As the 
weather becomes warm in the spring, the 
moths emerge from their pupal cases or their 
hibernating quarters, and lay their eggs. The 
duration of the egg state is from eight to ten 
days. _ In 1879 eggs deposited on clover in 
Washington hatched about May 10th. The 
natural habitat of the army worm was stated 
by Dr. Fitch to be “ in the wild grass of wet 
spots, in swamps, and on the borders of 
marshes,” and in this statement he has b -en 
followed by nearly all succeeding write 
CAUSE 01' HIS APPEARANCE. 
The question then naturally arises. W hat 
is the cause of these suuden and ex­ 
tensive periodical visitations to cultivated 
crops ? Dr. Fitch observed that the year 1861 
was very wet, while that of 1800 had been 
extremely dry. On examining the records he 
found that in previous worm years the season 
in which the worms appeared was wet, while 
the preceding year was dry. He therefore 
propounded the theory that in a dry season 
this insect, having an unlimited extent of 
feeding range, I «comes greatly multiplied, 
“ and, when it is thus multiplied, a wet 
season and overflowed swamps drive it out 
from its lurking place in flocks, alighting here 
and there over the country. But, on being 
thus rusticated, it finds our arable lands too 
dry for it, and, immediately on maturing and 
getting its wings again, it flies back to the 
swamps, whereby it happens that we see no 
more of it.” 
REMEDIES FOR THE INFLICTION. 
If the theory just quoted be true, the best 
means of preventing the occurrence of this 
pest in the cultivated fields will be to keep 
watch of any extensivé tracts of low land 
which may lie in the neighborhood, and if 
army worms are discovered, destroy them 
either by burning over the land if possible, 
or by poisoning with arsenic, Paris green, or 
London purple, or by any other means of 
which the local conditions will admit. In 
fact, it would be well to burn over all the 
low lands in the viciuity each winter, thus 
destroying the hibernating insects. I do not 
feel implicit confidence, however, in the 
above theory, as I have observed the army 
worms feeding in small numbers in meadows 
on high lands, where their preser.ee there 
could not he explained by the reasons given. 
Moreover, from what data I have l.een able 
to obtain while preparing this article, it ap­ 
pears that the present season has not been a 
wet one in those localities in which the armj 
worm has appeared, thus failing to confirm 
the theory. It is worthy of note, however, 
that in most instances the localities infested 
by the worm this year are in the viciuity of 
extensive tracts of low land. I am carefully- 
collecting evidence on these points, and will 
publish the results as soon as practicable. 
HOW TO STOP THE PEST. 
Ill case the worms do appear in cultivated 
lands the beet plan of action to follow ia to 
prevent the spreading of the insect. This 
may be done by destroying them or by con­ 
fining them to the fields in which they ap­ 
pear. The best method of destroying them 
is by crushing with rollers or by poisoning 
with arsenic, Paris green or London purple. 
Either of these substances can be applied 
rapidly by mixing with water and using a 
fountain pump or garden syringe. In many 
instances, however, these remedies are im­ 
practicable. The second line of defense re­ 
mains, and if well carried out the result will 
not merely be the confining of the worms to 
the fields in which they appear, but the de­ 
struction of them also when they attempt to 
migrate to ether fields. This is done by the 
means of ditches and pits dug around the 
infested field, or that to be protected. 
The ditches can be made quite rapidly. 
First plow a furrow with the “ land side” 
next to the field” to be protected, and 
then with a spade make this Eide of the fur­ 
row vertical, or if the soil be compact enough 
to admit of it, overhanging. When the ditch 
is completed holes should be dug in it from 
one foot to eighteen inches deep, and from 
twenty to thirty feet apart. The sides of 
these holes should also be vertical, or, if pos­ 
sible, overhanging. The worms, unable to 
climb up the vertical side of the ditch, will 
crawl along the bottom of it and fall into the 
holes, where they wiil soon perish. Where 
the soil is sandy, so that the ditch cannot be 
made with a vertical side, it should be dug 
deeper than in other cases, and the sidea 
made nearly as perpendicular as possible, so 
«hat when the worms attempt to crawl up 
the sand will crumble beneath them and 
cause them to fall back again. 


I m po r t a n c e o f S a n it a r y E n g in e e r ­ 
in g .—The authorities of one of the largest 
hospitals in London lately took measures 
to ventilate all the drains and sewers in con­ 
nection with their institution. Up to the 
time these alterations were made, pyiemia 
and erysipelas had almost driven the med­ 
ical staff to despair. When the whole of 
the ventilation was completed, and as soon 
as the pressure was removed from the traps 
of the closets and lavatories, no fresh cases 
were found to occur. For months the hos­ 
pital wards were free from both erysipelas 
and py.-emia. .Suddenly, however, there 
was a fresh outbreak of these diseases, but 
it was noticed that the epidemic was con­ 
fined to one of the surgical wards built 
apart from the main building, on the 
pavilion plan, and having only one story. 
Close investigation proved that the ventila­ 
tion pipe in this wing had been stopped up 
by a careless workman.

THE SOUTHERN DUEL. 


Recently it was stated that an anti­ 
dueling society had been organized in one 
of the Southern States. 
Yesterday our 
dispatches contained the account of a fatal 
duel in that region, marked by all the 
ferocity, injustice, and brutality, which 
characterize the genuiue duel everywhere. 
A quarrel appears to have been persist­ 
ently forced upon an old man, and on 
accepting the challenge he wa3 taken out 
and murdered according to all the rules of 
the code. 
The survival of the duel at the 
South is one of the most damaging testi­ 
monials against the civilization of the 
Southern people. 
It does not siguify how 
the practice originated, the fact is incon­ 
testable that no people can advance far 
beyond barbarism who cling to such a 
system. 
The superficiality ot much of 
w hat passes for civilization in France is 
shown in the persistence w ith which the 
French cling to dueling. 
In England and 
in the Northern and W estern States it has 
long since been abandoned, because it has 
been outgrown. 
The respect for human 
life which is necessary to the rejection of 
these bloodthirsty combats can only come 
by 
generations of 
advancing 
culture. 
W here that respect is wanting, as at the 
South and on 
the frontiers, the pre­ 
vailing tone of 
society 
is 
low. 
In 
all such 
cases 
there 
is 
great 
local 
pride, for local pride of the kind which# 
linda expression iu extravagant and fan­ 
tastic notions about “ honor” is thor­ 
oughly characteristic of barbarism, how­ 
ever unpleasant the fact may be to those 
whom it concerns. 
Savages are always 
great sticklers for the kind of honor they 
believe iu, and always prompt to wipe out 
supposed affronts with blood. 
It is cer­ 
tainly time th at an anti-dueling society 
was established at the South, but it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful whether any attem pt of 
the kind can succeed until the Southerners 
have become so far civilized as" to abstain, 
not alone from dueling, but from the po­ 
litical brutalities which have disgraced 
their section ever since the close of the 
rebellion, and which tliey appear to regard 
as perfectly defensible. A society in which 
the shooting, hanging and flogging of ne­ 
groes is thought entirely justiliable, on 
political grounds, cannot lie expected to 
lie capable of advanced and enlightened 
views on the subject of dueling. 
In fact 
the Sonth lias a long way to go before it 
catches up with the North, and we should 
be {«leased to see some realizing sense of its 
deficiencies exhibited by its people. 


WORK FOR THE PIONEERS. 


IS IT FOJSIBLE? 


W e tind it very difficult to believe the j 
statem ent that Uncle Samuel Tilden has ! 
agreed to tap a fresh barrel in the interest 
of Hancock, and to give the latter the ben- | 
efit of his political experience in the ap- j 
proaching campaign. 
W e are inclined to 
think that Uncle Samuel has had his own I 
soap so very hot that he has lost his interest ! 
in cookery for the present, and that he will '■ 
probably not be himself again until he has I 
had an opportunity to flcecc somebody j 
roundly, after the example of his friend j 
Cyrus Field in the Elevated Railroad af­ 
fair. 
B ut if it should prove true that he | 
has accepted the direction of the New 
York fight, on the understanding that he is j 
to be the power behind the throne in the 
event of Hancock’s election, it is ques­ 
tionable w hether the gain to be derived 
from his astuteness will not be more than 
counterbalanced by the rancor his par­ 
ticipation must im part to the Tammany 
faction. 
I t is not probable that Kelly and 
his friends would join hands with Tilden 
under any circumstances, and certainly not 
to elevate him to power vicariously. 
The 
whole story, iu fact, is open to suspicion, 
and requires more corroboration than it 
seems likely to obtain. 


The death of General Sutter appears to 
have stirred up the Pioneer Societies gen­ 
erally, and they are manifesting a good 
deal of energy in passing obituary resolu­ 
tions, and so forth. 
There is, however, a 
great deal of both interesting and im port­ 
ant work which naturally belongs to these 
associations, yet which they appear to 
neglect in an inexplicable manner. 
There 
is no State possessing historic relics of any 
kind in which they are so utterly aban­ 
doned to decay as in California. 
This is 
not a pleasant thing to have to say, bu t it 
is the simple truth, and it is tim e it was 
pointed out. 
I t cannot be adm itted th at 
the only object of Pioneer associations is 
to 
give 
dinners 
and social reunions, 
and to provide halls where the members 
may lounge and exchange ancient stories. 
The same feelings which have prompted 
the organization of these societies ought 
long ago to have incited them to take upon 
themselves the duty of preserving the 
many interesting relics of early days which 
are now so rapidly vanishing from the earth. 
Take for example the discovery of gold. 
So little is known of the facts of that 
momentous event th at in two-thirds of the 
so-called histories which are put in the 
hands of our children, the story is inaccu­ 
rately told. 
A great many people believe 
that Sutter was the discoverer, and we 
have seen the location of the discovering 
gravely printed as the neighborhood of 
Sutter’s Fort. 
W hoever has found that 
Colonia was the actual birthplace of the 
great gold rush, however, and seeks there 
for some memorial of the event, will be 
disappointed. 
We doubt w hether there 
are a seore of people living who can point 
out with any approach to exactness the 
spot where the old mill stood. 
There is 
not a mark of any kind to guide the in­ 
quiring trave'er to the place. 
The oldest 
inhabitant of Coloma is in doubt about it. 
And yet there are wealthy Pioneer Socie­ 
ties all over the State. 
Take for another 
example the decay of Sutter’s Fort. 
That 
historic building 
should 
be 
preserved 
with the greatest care, and be defended 
from 
the 
weather, 
but it is rap­ 
idly 
disappearing under the influence 
of time and the changing seasons, and 
the indications are th at in a few years it 
also will have ¿bne the way of all our 
relics. 
A t Monterey the same carelessness 
and indifference are manifest everywhere. 
No steps have been taken to preserve any 
of the venerable memorials of a former age. 
Nothing more disgraceful than the condi­ 
tion of the old Mission Church of Sau 
Carlos, in the Carmelo valley, can be im­ 
agined. 
Y et a very few hundred dollars 
would put this and many other interesting 
old monuments in a state of repair, and 
though the Church of San Carlos belongs 
to the Catholic Church, it is not to be sup­ 
posed th at its preservation is altogether a 
m atter of indifference to its owners. 
The 
fact th at no less than fifteen Governors of 
California are buried there should suffice to 
secure the most energetic measures for its 
restoration and safekeeping, and we know 
of no enterprise more completely appropri­ 
ate to the supposed functions of the Pi­ 
oneers. 


Another most interesting relic is the 
camping ground of the Donner party, at 
Donner Lake. 
Here again nothing has 
been done to preserve the memory of the 
spot, but travelers are left to find out for 
themselves the site of the tragedy they 
have heard so much of. 
In fact there are 
a great maoy places in the State possess­ 
ing some association which ought to be 
cherished, but in nearly every instance 
these places and things are neglected. 
Nor is this the most reprehensible of the 
sins of omission chargeable upon the Pio­ 
neers. 
For many years thoughtful men 
have been urging the establishment of an 
Historical Society, in order th at the rec­ 
ords of the early times might be collected 
and utilized. 
This work properly belongs 
to the Pioneers, but they have not done it. 
Mr. H ubert 
H. Bancroft 
has 
single­ 
handed 
achieved 
the only really im­ 
portant collection 
of 
early 
historical 
documents, 
records 
and 
narratives, 
but 
an 
immense 
amount 
of 
avail­ 
able material still lies scattered all over 
the State, and very much of it is of a 
character requiring prompt attention, or it 
will perish. 
There are now living here 
and there old men who have never put 
their recollections in writing, but who 
possess funds of deeply interesting rcm- 
iniscenses which ought to be taken down 
and preserved. 
This is a kind of labor 
which only a society formed for the express 
purpose could be expected to accomplish. 
The Pioneers possess within themselves 
much, if not most, of the material, and 
they could if they chose save it from ob­ 
livion. 
It is a fact which every observing 
man knows that the history of the founda­ 
tion of this State remains to be written. 
It is a history abounding in interest, and 
full of valuable lessons and suggestions, 
but it has up to this time been merely 
skimmed over by those who have a t­ 
tempted it. 
One reason of this has been 
the difficulty of obtaining the data, and 
that difficulty m ust become greater instead 
of less as time passes, unless more atten­ 
tion is jiaid to the subject hereafter. 
W e 
believe th at what is most needed is an 
initiative. 
We have plenty of wealthy, 
liberal and intelligent men amoDg our 
Pioneers, and probably all they require to 
set them to work in the right way is some 
stimulus, and some definite plan of action. 
It is certainly their interest, and may well 
be thought their duty also, to take steps 
for the perpetuatiou alike of the material 
monuments which survive from the past, 
and the historical narrations which belong 
to the period in which they affect to take 
so much pride. We should like to see some 
of these Societies showing more sensitive­ 
ness iu regard to the decay of the ancient 
relics and the disappearance of the ancient 
traditions, and we think they ought to 
make it apparent th at they recognize the 
obligations laid upon them by their con­ 
nection w ith the rapidly-vanishing early 
days of California. 


HANCOCK AND 1876. 


Tiie story about Hancock's statem ent 
to General Sherman in 1S76 has received 
so much confirmation as to leave little 
doubt of its truth. 
It is stated that Gen­ 
eral Sherman wrote to him soon after the 
Presidential election, asking his opinion 
upon the situation, and th at he then de­ 
clared it as his belief th at Tilden had 
been elected, and added that if Tilden 
should be sworn in he (Hancock) should 
consider it his duty to obey his orders. 
As this is alleged to have occurred pre­ 
vious to the appointment of the Electoral 
Commission, and when there was no cer­ 
tain guide to political opinion, it is evi­ 
dent that no serious accusation against 
Hancock can be made out of it. 
The 
question whether, in the event of the then 
threatened conflict, a military commander 
should obey the Senate or the House, must 
have been entirely one fur individual 
determination. 
Subsequently the char­ 
acter of th at determination would have 
been defined by the outcome. 
If the 


side adhered to had been trium phant, the 
adhesion would have been held justifiable. 
If 
the' 
side 
adhered 
to 
had 
been 
defeated, 
the 
adhesion 
might 
have 
been punished 
as a 
crime. 
But 
at 
the moment 
it 
is 
clear th at 
every 
man in authority would have been com­ 
pelled to judge for himself on which side 
he wouid stand, and therefore General 
Hancock cannot be blamed for expressing 
his opinion in the absence of any authori­ 
tative guidance to duty. 
W hatever sig­ 
nificance this incident has is of another 
kind. 
It may not have been a fault on 
his part, but it assuredly was a strong in­ 
dication of bis political bent, and an indi­ 
cation which fully accords with all that is 
kuown 
concerning h is1 proclivities. 
It 
shows th at the mental tendencies which 
at the close of the rebellion led him to be­ 
come the willing instrum ent of Andrew 
Johnson's Copperheadism, still prevailed 
with him, and th at his instincts moved 
him in the direction of anti-Union politics 
rather th jn in the other direction. 
In 
abort, it serves to show th at the Southern 
Brigadiers knew very well w hat sort of a 
mau they were supporting at Cincinnati, 
and th at they were by no means altogether 
governed by admiration for his record as a 
Union General. 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


A story comes from W ashington to the 
effect th at a clerk in one of the Govern­ 
ment Departments was told recently on 
drawing his salary th at tw enty dollars 
would be withheld from him as a campaign 
contribution, since he had taken no notice 
of a circular soliciting similar aid. 
W e 
hope the story is not true. 
If it is, the in­ 
ference is unavoidable th at the money 
withheld from this clerk, or from any per­ 
son in a similar position, was stolen, as 
literally as if it had been filched by a pick­ 
pocket. 
For it is perfectly clear th at no 
authority exists anywhere for the w ith­ 
holding of any part of the wages which per­ 
sons in the employ of the Government 
earn. 
If the head of a private firm were 
to tell his employes . that he intended to 
withhold tw enty dollars apiece from their 
wages in order to make a campaign fund, 
he would very soon be made to understand 
th at he possessed no power to confiscate 
other people’s property in th at summary 
way. 
The Government service ought not 
to rest upon a different basis, and to the 
extent th at it may or does it is corruptly 
and improperly administered.” We trust 
that President Hayes has not so com­ 
pletely 
abandoned civil service reform 
as to perm it so gross an abuse of au­ 
thority as the compulsory 
levying of 
political assessments constitutes. The most 
evil feature of all such abuses consists 
in the facility 
with which 
they 
can 
be perpetrated. 
Under a system which 
permits offices to be vacated without cause, 
and which consequently enables every de­ 
partmental head, and every member of 
Congress, to 
practice 
favoritism 
and 
tyranny without let or hindrance, it is pos­ 
sible to compel acquiescence in the most 
outrageous practices by holding the threat 
of removal in terroreni over the employes. 
A government clerk who might be invol­ 
untarily assessed in the manner spoken of, 
would be obliged to smother his indigna­ 
tion and disgust, for he would be aware 
that the first attem pt at ventilating the 
wrong done him would be punished by dis­ 
missal from his place. 
Fur such abuses, 
therefore, therej:an be no remedy but that 
of unsparing exposure. 
The press aloue 
can face and w ithstand the tyranny cf 
political partisanship, and it is its duty to 
visit all such misdeeds with sharp and 
vehement censure. 
It is tilt- tnore neces­ 
sary to call attention to this case because 
it has been several times categorically as­ 
serted th at the abuse of political assess­ 
ments upon office-holders at W ashington 
liad been reformed, and because President 
Hayes himself lias at least on one occasion 
given positive orders for its suppression. 
Of course it must be perfectly idle to think 
or talk of reforming the civil service so 
long as practices of this kind arc perm itted 
or approved.

PARIS AND ¿RT. 


THE GRAND MEDAL AND HOW IT WAS 
AWARDED THIS YEAR. 


The Grand Prlx—A Parisian Fashion—The 
Legend of Pygmalion Dramatized 
—A Chinese Story—Notes. 


The Porte has not unnaturally rebelled 
at the advice given it by the Berlin Con­ 
ference in regard to the surrender of ter­ 
ritory to Greece, and a disposition is shown 
to retort upon the Powers the failure of 
treaty stipulations for which ' they are un­ 
doubtedly responsible. 
Turkey 
is ap­ 
parently on ths eve of dissolution, but 
still she cannot be expected to take the 
spade in hand and dig her own grave, ana 
this is what the Powers have invited her 
to do. 
It is intim ated th at if she refuses 
to surrender the territory demanded by 
Greece, the latter is able to take it. 
As to 
that we are by no inean3 so sure. 
The 
Greeks in modern times have shown them­ 
selves inferior fighters to the Turks, and 
they are almost as destitute of means. 
If 
Turkey and Greece are left to fight it out, 
the end may he such as to astonish the 
liplomatists, and if Greece should receive 
a sound drubbing it would certainly serve 
her right, for she has displayed no quali­ 
ties but greed and poltroonery since the 
late troubles of the Porte commenced. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS.

Collections of internal revenue in this 
district during the past week amounted to 
$11, UM- making a total since January 1st

The exports of produce and merchandise 
from San Francisco ill J une were valued at 
$1,96*2,793, making a total since January 
1st of $15,066,705. 
The San Francisco Mint was opened for 
the reception of bullion yesterday for the 
first time since June 20th. The deposits of 
gold amounted to 40,000 ounces. 
The Government lias purchased 454.820 
ounces of silver for the San Francisco Mint, 
and the entire amount was deposited there 
yesterday. 
It will be coined iuto standard 
dollars. 
> 
Applications for membership of the Free 
Public Library are coming in at the rate of 
100 per day, and about 300 are already on 
file. The number of daily visitors averages 
aliout.750, aud the number of books used 
aliout 900. 
The city and county of San Francisco 
has entered suit in the Superior Court 
against the Spring Valley W ater W orks to 
recover $215,200 alleged to be dne for de­ 
linquent taxes up to January, 1878 : also 
against Win. Sharon to recover $1,830, 
also for delinquent taxes. 
W. S. Monroe, the gardener at the con­ 
servatory in Golden Gate Park, has sue- 
ceeded in germinating another Victoria 
regia from the seed, and the leaves made 
their appearance on the surface of the 
water on the morning of the 4th of July. 
Mr. Monroe expects the flower to be iu full 
bloom about the first of September. 
The census clerks are busily engaged in 
adding up and cla'-sifying the returns of 
the enumerators. 
No exact figures arc yet 
; obtainable, owing to the present condition 
of the work, but it appears probable now 
that the population ot the city will not be 
over 240,000. if it attains th at figure. The 
number of Chinese in the city is between

THE GOOD SAMARITAN 
Is an old man slightly covered, supporting 
by his two arms a wounded man whom he 
endeavors to hold on a mule as they de­ 
scend the mountain. 
The wounded man is 
almost naked, and lias his head bound round 
with a white cloth. 
The mule is wonder­ 
fully life like, and seems about to step out 
of the frame ; the w ater here and there 
between the rocks on the ground is clear 
and limpid, aud refreshing to look a t ; the 
muscles of 
the good Samaritan suggest 
wonderful vigor, and in color the whole re­ 
sembles the style of Bonnat, an’d ¡3 what 
is called lei grande pcinture. 
The majority 
of the public thought that this medal 
would be given to Mr. Gormon. who 
painted an immense picture of Cain fleeing 
from his conscience accompanied by his 
household. 
The idea is taken from verses 
of Victor Hugo and is terribly dramatic ;

The principal object is a wash-bowl nearly 
filled with blood, w hich of courEC first con­ 
tained water, a portion of the towel lias 
fallen in the bowl, and the whole presents 
so much reality th at no one has yet ap­ 
proached the picture w ithout giving ex­ 
pression to ahs ! more or less audible. The 
mother sits by the bed in a corner weeping, 
the father, seated on the opposite side of 
the table, watches the doctor with an 
anxious look. 
An old woman, apparently* 
a kind neighbor, cuts strips of cloth upon 
the table, and the team ster who was the 
cause of the accident stands nearby with a 
sorrowful face. The little hoy’s countenance 
is wonderfully expressive of resolution and 
interest in the operation in spite of his pale 
face. 
The details are carefully treated 
even to the cat under the bed. 
This 
picture, called “ L’Accident,” has been 
the great success of the salon, and every 
one in l ’aris has had much to say about 
that marvelous “ bowl of blood.” 
One of 
the other first-class medals was awarded to 
Mr. Lerolle, whose picture possesses the 
modest title of “ Dans la Canipagne.” The 
picture is very large and represents a vast 
field; with a clump of tall, naked trees, 
with ash-looking trunks, in tha center, 
whose delicate tints, however, prevent the 
eye from being drawn away from the land­ 
scape. 
In the foreground is a young peas­ 
ant girl w alking and holding a greeu branch 
behind her, which one of a number of sheep 
who follow her is nibbling a t ; far off in 
the fields a man is seen plowing. 
The 
whole picture is 


MOST BEAUTIFr ., 
Filled with a light, harmony and truthful­ 
ness which leave a lasting impression. 
An­ 
other one of the first-class medals was 
given to Mr. Cazen for his “ Ism ael,’ 
which may bo very fine, but which, aside 
from the poetical intention, I cannot dis­ 
cover all the merits attributed to it. The 
picture is large, and represents a vast de­ 
sert of sand and rocks ; scarcely detached 
from this is seen a slight and small look­ 
ing woman, with her face covered with 
her hands, against whom leans a naked 
boy, with arms raised in a consoling atti­ 
tude. 
The boy is must beautifully drawn 
ami line in color, but there seems so little 
body to the woman, and she would easily 
be taken for a half-starved washerwoman, 
yet the effect of desolation is good, and the 
color of the sand is excellent. 
Mr. Cazin 
is particularly appreciated for his original­ 
ity and his genre, which belongs to him. 
One of the second class medals was accord- 
e 1 to Mr. Dantan for his picture, which 
is 
quite a remarkable one, represent­ 
ing 
an artist, with back to audience 
and chisel in hand, carving at a vast m ar­ 
ble bis relief, whose design is clearly ren­ 
dered and figures exquisitely detached—as 
difficult as such a thing may be in paint­ 
ing, for the picture is not large and the has 
relief counts numerous figures. 
In the 
foreground, at one side, sits the model, 
with 
a 
small 
scarf 
thrown 
around 
the 
lower 
part of 
her 
body, 
and 
who gazes at 
the artist 
with 
much 
attention. 
The figure of the model is 
beautifully molded and exquisite in color. 
Another of the second class medals was 
given to Mr. Bernard for a picture titled 
“ Apres la Defaite,” an episode of an in­ 
vasion in the fifth century. 
This picture 
is most lugubrious in both subject and 
color ; in the foreground a dead warrior of 
distinction is attached by his hands and 
feet to a tree, anil around him are gathered 
women weeping and wringing their bands. 
Also in the foreground to the right are two 
dead bidies of distinguished personages 
carried on the shoulders of men descending 
the mountain. 
The color of th_ ¿.oes of 
these illustrious dead is excellent, hut the 
decorations with which the eutire breast is 
covered are so peculiarly modern in appear­ 
ance that they could easily he "taken for 
slain Generals 
of the 
Empire. 
From 
the burning building on the top of the 
m orntain issues a long train of people 
with children in their arms, bundles on 
their backs and driving 
heavily laden 
beasts before them, and w ith the dark sky 
aiding the whole presents a picture of 
gloom and desolation. 


ONLY ONF. AMERICAN 
Received a prize this year, and th at was an 
honorable mention given to Mr. Picknell of 
Boston for his picture of “ Lo Route de 
Concarneau,” which I described in a pre­ 
vious letter. 
He certainly deserved a 
medal, but likely he is a young artist and 
has for the first time attracted the atten­ 
tion of the jury. 


Last Sunday was the grand prix, one of 
the im portant event of the year, when all 
sportsmen and pleasure-loving Paris are on 
the yui rive. 
This race is the more impor­ 
tan t of all others inasmuch as the patriotic 
feeling is excited and all feel a national 
pride in haviDg a French horse win. 
This 
is the seventeenth time the grand prix has 
taken place at Paris, w*hen tw enty horses 
were entered. 
In the sixteen years the 
French hcrses carried off the prize nine 
times, and the English seven ; this last race 
makes th at of the English horses eight— 
one less victory than those gained by the 
French horses. 
The favorite home this 
year was Beauminet, but he came in only 
fourth, while Robert the Devil, belonging 
to Charles Brewer ^of London, easily won 
the race. 
I t poured down rain the whole 
day long, yet in spite of th at an im ­ 
mense 
crowd 
was 
present, 
in 
the 
tribunes and in carriages, the only ones 
missing this year being the ten thousand 
people who formerly covered the grounds 
and knolls around. 
A great number of 
pretty ladies were to be seen in the Presi­ 
dent’s tribune. 
Among the number of dis­ 
tinguished persons present were Mr. and 
Mrs. Jules Ferry, M inister-of Public In ­ 
struction ; Mr. Turquet, Sous Secretaire 
aux Beaux-Arts, and his dau g h ter; Mr. 
and Mrs. Uochery, M inister of the Inte­ 
rior ; 
Mr. Andreux, Prefect de P olice; 
Mr. Lepcre, Count Ranipon and others. 
A t half-past two Mr. Grevy, the President, 
and his daughter drove up in a landau 
drawn by two superb sorrel horses. He en­ 
tertained the King of Greece m bis private 
box. 
As usual, on this occasion there wero 
some beautiful toilettes, but they were but 
butterflies of a day, for after such a storm 
they could never have the courage to ap­ 
pear in sunlight. 


A PARISIAN FASHION, 
It has for some time past been the fash­ 
ion of Paris to read poems aud dramatic 
works in salons before presentiug them to 
the publisher or theatrical manager. 
Re­ 
cently Mounet Sully, the first tragedian of 
the Theatre Francais, read in the salon of 
Madame Edmond Adam a dramatic poem 
called “ Oalathee,” adapted by Juliette 
Lambert from the work of a young Greek 
poet, Zasiliardis, who unfortunately died 
in the flower of his age aud talent. Every­ 
body knows the famous legend of Pygma­ 
lion, sculptor and K irg of Chypre, who, 
bewailing thedepravation of the inhabitants 
of his island, resolved to live away from 
them. 
He employed his leisure time in 
making a statue of ivory representing the 
companion 
of 
his dreams, 
the 
wife 
of 
his 
desire, the ideal 
of 
modesty 
iu 
the 
ideal 
of 
beauty. 
He 
suc­ 
ceeded 
to 
his 
eutire 
satisfaction. 
“ Venus !” he then cried, “ give me a wife 
as pure and as accomplished as this statue 1” 
Venus answered his prayer by animating 
the statue and Pygmalion married his liv­ 
ing work, < ialathec. 
They had a son named 
Paphus, who founded the famous city of 
Paphos and renewed the worship of Venus, 
until then grossly adored under the form 
of a black aerolith. 
The drama scarcely 
borrowed from the primitive legend other 
than the idea of the animated statue, and 
for the ivory marble was substituted. The 
sculptor, very much in love with his work, 
supplicates the gods to give it a soul and 
life should she even remain indifferent to 
his admiration. 
The gods, in order to 
avenge his rash demand, animated Gala- 
thee. 
She opens her eyes, her heat beats, 
she breathes, she lives, she loves. 
But 
not for Pygmalion, it is for the young 
brother of this chimerical creature th at she 
palpitates with love. 
The personages thus 
conceived, the action follows its fatal 
course and unrolls with 
POWERFUL SIMPLICITY. 
Two scenes dominate the poem : one 
wherein Pygmalion disarms his brother 
throngh his cordial generosity ; the other 
wherein the cruel selfishness of Oalathee 
throws her into such fury th at it causes 
her to return tq the nothingness of her in­ 
animate nature. 
In these two scenes, par­ 
ticularly in the heroic dialogue of the lov­ 
ing brothers, which is the culminating poin- 
of the piece, there are line impulses, past 
sionate itnd human cries, the spreading of 
wing3 in full aud warm light towards the 
ideal. 
Mr. 
Mounet Sully exercised the 
full extent of his talent in rendering all 
the beauties of the piece. 
Those present 
were at the same time in the most grace­ 
ful of Parisian salons and in the most 
purely majestic of Greek temples. Juliette 
Lambert is Madame Adam herself, who 
still retaiu3 her maiden name for her lit­ 
erary works. 
She has made a special 
study of Greek, and through her knowl­ 
edge of both the ancient and modern cus­ 
toms of th at country has earned a name in 
literature. 
There is auothcr lady at Paris who is 
even more remarkable in th at she has de­ 
voted herself to Chinese literature aud the 
translation ot Chinese romances, dramas 
and comedies. 
M ídame Judith Gautier is 
the daughter of Thcoplnle Gautier, the 
charming French w riter, who was a young 
man when Victor Hugo was a young man ; 
he was the most valiant soldier in the 
ranks of the Romantists at the time of the 
battle with the classics when “ Hernani ” 
first made its appearance. 
A Chinaman 
having left his country on. account of do­ 
mestic difficulties, Theophile G autier came 
across him and took him home with him 
pretty much as he did the cats of which he 
had a fine and numerous collection. 


THE CHINAMAN, 
In order to manifest his gratitude for the 
kindness and friendship extended to him, 
taught the children, two of them then 
quite young, the Chinese language, by 
constantly speaking to them in Chinese, 
and teaching them to read and write, for 
be was a learned doctor in his own coun­ 
try. 
Judith was the only one who pro­ 
fited by the lessons, and she learned to 
speak Chinese lluently without knowing 
how. 
She began her translations a t the 
age of fifteen, and has since continued, to 
the delight of all those who take an inter­ 
est in Chinese literature. A little comedy, 
adapted from a Chinese comedy by her, 
was played the other evening in the salon 
of Madame la Baronne de Poilly, by the 
artists of the Theatre Francais. 
I shall 
give an account of it in my next letter. 
One of the daily paper now"prints a drama 
translated from the Chinese by Judith 
Gautier, called “ The Courtesan.’’ 
Mr. 
Coquelin aiiie lias returned to the Theatre 
Francais, much 
to 
the satisfaction of 
the Parisian public. 
He had made an 
engagement w ith the manager of one of 
the Ixmdon theaters to play there this 
sum m er; he was engaged t9 play with 
Sarah Bernhardt. 
As the company is now 
in litigation with th at actress it was 
deemed by all parties as improper to pub­ 
licly take part against the Theatre Fran­ 
cais, of which she was a member. 
Now 
th at lie has concluded to w ait until Sarah 
Bernhardt’s engagement expires at London 
before going there, leave of absence has 
been granted him and like a stray sheep he 
returns to the fold. 
The law case of the Theatre Francais 
versus Sarah Bernhardt is to come off this 
week. 
She is really to go to America next 
October, when she is to receive—I wouldn’t 
say how much money.

Exciting Times nt Merced— Committee of 
Safety Formed. 
M erced, July 7tb.—The stirring events of 
the past few days have kept the citizens of 
this usually quiet town on the qui vive for 
something more than the ordinary in the 
every day* life of a quiet, placable and law- 
abiding community. 
The fire and fatal burning of Howard on 
Sunday was followed on Monday by a grand 
celebration of the natal day of our country 
by the people, and in the afternoon by the 
death of the unfortunate man, after thirty 
hours of agony caused by the roasting he had 
received in the lock-up. 
And when the peo­ 
ple had settled down to work at their usual 
vocations in the fields, workshops and offices, 
the town was electrified by the report of one 
of those murderous events which startle and 
stir up the minds of law-abiding people, and 
work them up to the adoption of extraordinary 
measures to procure the peace and protect the 
lives and property of citizens. 
Alexander McKenzie, the slayer of Enochs, 
was arraigned before Justice N. Breen "at II 
o’clock A. m. to-day, and not being ready to 
proceed with the examination, the District 
Attorney consented to postpone the examina­ 
tion until to-morrow at 10 a. m. 
Coroner 
Rucker summoned a jury and held an in­ 
quest on the body of Euochs, and to-day at 3 
p. m. the juryr, composed of eight citizens, 
returned the following verdict: 
We, the undersigned jurors, called to inquire into 
the causo of the death of Samuel Enochs, do tin! 
that he wm a native of Missouri, aged 46 ' ears, and 
that he cainc to his death In the saloon of Mrs. Kate 
Prance, in the town of Merced, Merced county, Cal., 
on the night of July (J, 1880,from pistol shot wounds 
inflicted by Alexander McKenzie, and ive charge the 
said Alexander McKenzie with the crime of murder. 
The inquest was concluded at the hour of 
3 o’clock, when a meeting of citizens was im­ 
mediately convened at the El Capitán Hotel, 
composed of upwards of fifty of the principal 
men of the town, when on motion of Hon. 
James W. Robertson. Charles E. Evans was 
called to the chair, who explained the objects 
of the meeting to he to adopt measures for 
the better protection of the lives and property 
of citizens by relieving the town of the pres­ 
ence of a number of dissolute, dangerous and 
suspected characters, and also of known 
thieves, gamblers and vagrants; and after 
discussing a resolution em baying his re­ 
marks, the following was passetrunanimously, 
and signed by all present, and by numerous 
other citizens of the town and surrounding 
country after the adjournment of the meet­ 
ing : 
We, the undersigned, citizens of this community, 
agree to stand by the Committee of Safely in car­ 
rying out the objects of this meeting. 
On motion the meeting, by a unanimous 
vote, authorized the Chairman to appoint a 
Committee of Safety, consisting of 25 citi­ 
zens, to aid and assist, in a lawful manner, 
the legal authorities of the county in restor­ 
ing and keeping order and the due enforce­ 
ment of the laws; after which the meeting 
adjourned, and the Committee of Safety was 
called together, and in the course of two 
hours printed notices, of which the following 
is a copy, were posted upon all bulletin- 
hoards in all public places throughout the 
town : 
Warning.—All persons row in the town of -Mer­ 
ced who have no legitimate occupation are notified 
to leave the town with n twenty-four hours after 
the dato of this notice. 
You remain at your peril. 
Merced, 7 o'clock p. M., July 7, ISS9.

S o u rc e o f M u s c u la r 
P o w e r .— The 
theory has been adopted by many physiol­ 
ogists of late years that the muscular sys­ 
tem of a fully developed man, or other 
animal, in health, is merely a perfected 
mechanical apparatus which accomplishes 
work like a machine, not at the expense of 
its own substance—replacing it by the as­ 
similation of food, but using the food di­ 
rectly, converting it into force without 
transforming it into muscle. 
Dr. Flint, 
however, in a recent work, examines this 
theory and gives the results of a series of 
observations by himself and others, having 
for their object to test its correctness. 
After the most careful tests practicable, 
his conclusions are in opposition to the 
theory of direct food conversion, and lead 
him to adhere to the older assumption of 
muscular w aste and repair, the muscles be­ 
ing their own source of power.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SCHOOL-BOOK 
TROUBLES. 


There seems to be a good deal of feeling 
manifested among parents in this opening 
week of the schools about the changes made 
in school-books by the Board of Education 
recently. 
The expression, so far as can be 
gathered, is mainly against what is supposed 
to be an advance in prices. 
Yesterday a 
representative of the Hecord-U m ox in­ 
quired into the matter, and found from the 
proceedings of the Board of Education that 
in rearranging the course of study it made 
several changes in text-books and reduc­ 
tions, which resulted in dropping out of 
use 
eleven 
books 
heretofore 
used 
in 
the 
schools. 
The 
Board 
made 
a 
contract with the publi-hers of the hooks 
adopted, that the latter should furnish the 
books at prices agreed upon between the 
Board and the publishers. 
These prices the 
publishers’ 
agents 
say 
are 
lower than 
the prices heretofore paid by parents, and ex­ 
hibit the schedules, which make this show­ 
ing : 
Historie», present retail price, S I ; 
old price, S— Grammar, present retail price, 
SI 25; old price, SI 50. 
Readers, present 
retail price, $2 50 ; old price, SI—there being 
one Reader less, but with that out the a eats 
say the gain is 25 cents. 
Arithmetics, pres­ 
ent retail price, S i 05; old price, S2 15. Two 
less books are used now than heretofore, and 
this makes the difference. Geographies, pres­ 
ent retail price, 82 25 ; old price, $2. ^ Har- 
pei’s Geography has replaced Montieth’s, and 
is claimed by its friends to be of a higher 
character, and sufficiently so to justify the 
price. The introduction prices, and which are 
now being charged by the booksellers in the 
city, are : Histories, 70 cents; Grammars, 
SO cents ; Arithmetics, 81 25 ; Geographies, 
81 50. 
Books of like grade of the old series 
are under the contract exchanged at a price I 
ranging from 10 to 20 per cent, less than the 
introduction price. 
Concerning this matter 
of exchange, many parents claim that the 
publishers refuse to exchange books of like 
grade, and the publishers reply that the 
parents seek to push off on them books of 
past generations, and that the whole matter 
is one of written contract. 
The Board of 
Education is to meet to-night at 7 o’clock, 
and will inquire into the matter, and if the 
contract is not being complied with, will cor­ 
rect it. 
A t present the matter is not thor­ 
oughly understood, but the action of the 
Board to-night will probably clear the muddy 
waters of the school-bouk trouble. 


COUNTY 
GOVERNMENT BILL. 


O pinion o f th e A ttorney-G eneral o f its 
Effect u p o n C e rtain C ounty Officers. 


The question having been laised before the 
] Board of Supervisors in relation to the office 
of Tax Collector—whether or not the statute 
of 1873 4, making the Sheriff ex officio Tax 
Collector, was repealed by the new county 
government bill of last winter—the following 
opinion of the Attorney-General, which was 
yesterday submitted to the Board of Super­ 
visors, will no doubt be accepted by it as 
final upon the subject. 
It also includes the 
positions of Recorder and Auditor, as filled 
by one person. 
This applies alike to counties 
throughout the State, and is therefore of gen­ 
eral interest upon these points : 
S a c ra m e n to , July 7, 1880. 
A . Heilbron, Esq., Sheriff of Sacramento 
county—Hear Sir : 
In answer to your com­ 
munication of to day I would say that, in my 
opinion, it is not the duty of the Board of 
Supervisors of your county to appoint a Tax 
Collector, Auditor or Recorder at this time. 
The fact that the duties of the Tax Collector 
are to be performed by the Sheriff, and that 
the Sheriff is ex officio Tax Collector, makes 
the two offices noue the less separate and dis­ 
tinct than they would if filled by two persons. 
The offices a "e feparate and distinct, though 
they may be held by the same person, and it 
makes no Difference in the character of the 
offices, whether the law declares in terms 
that the Sheriff shall als > bo Tax Collector 
cr declares that the Sheriff shall be ex officio 
Tax Collector. 
(See People vs. Durick, 20 
Cal., 04 ) 
The fact that the offices of Sheriff 
and Tax Collector were consolidated before 
the last election, and that the former was 
elected by tlie people at that election, ren­ 
dered the election of a Sheriff the election 
also of a Tax Collector. 
(See Merrill vs. 
Gorham, 0 Cal , 43 ) 
It results that you have in Sacramento 
county a Sheriff and a Tax Collector, and 
that they, notwithstanding the consolidation 
of those offices, are separate and distinct, and 
that each of said offices has an incumbent 
who has been elected by the people. This rea­ 
soning applies as well to the offices of Auditor 
and Recorder. This being true. Section 4109 of 
the Political Code, as amended in 1880, renders 
the question propounded by you a matter of 
easy determination. 
That section provides 
that 
the election 
of 
the successors of 
all county officers 
(except judicial 
offi­ 
cers 
and 
School 
Superintendent) 
who 
were elected in the year 187‘J under general 
or special laws for two yeais, shall be held in 
the year 1SS0, and they shall take office on 
the first Monday in March, 1881. 
The effect of this provision is and must be 
to continue in office until the first Monday in 
March, 1881, all persons elected to the offices 
mentioned in 1879; but if there was any 
question as to the construction to be given to 
this section, Section 879 of the same Code 
places the matter beyond question or contro­ 
versy. 
It provides that every officer must 
continue to discharge the duties of his office, 
although his term has expired, until his suc­ 
cessor has qualified. 
This latter section ren­ 
ders it impossible for a vacancy to occur in 
any of the enumerated offices as long as there 
is an incumbent who has Jbeen duly elected 
or appointed and who continues actually to 
perform the duties of such office. 
It is therefore my opinion that the offices 
above mentioned are filled with incumbents 
elected by competent authority, and that 
they and each of them under the provision of 
Section 4109 will continue to hold their offices 
until the first Monday in March, 1881. 
If, 
however, there were any doubt as to the cor­ 
rectness of the above views, there is another 
matter going to the power of the Board to 
appoint which is still more fatal to the 
position which I understand has been taken 
by some of your county officials. 
The pro­ 
vision under which the power to appoint a 
Tax Collector is claimed is Section 4115 of 
the i ’oiitical Code, which provides: “ A 
vacancy in the office of Superior Judge is 
filled by an appointee of the Governor. 
All 
other vacancies in county and township offices 
are filled by appointments made by the Board 
of Supervisors.” 
Under this provision before the Board can 
act there must be a vacancy. 
It would be 
absurd to attempt to fill a vacancy that doe3 
not exist. 
But under the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 879 of the Eolitical Code a vacancy can­ 
not exist so long as there is an incumhcnt 
whacontinues to discharge the duties of his 
office, although his term may have expired. 
In the case of the People vs. Bissell (49 Cal. 
407), and also in the case of the People V 3 . 
Tilton (37 Cal. 614), the Supreme Court of 
this State, speaking as to th’s section, and 
also upon the question as to when a vacancy 
occurs, said in effect that when there is a 
party expressly authorized by law to dis­ 
charge the duties of an office temporarily, 
and until the power upon whom the duty of 
election is devolved can regul arly act, there 
is no vacancy within the meaning of the Con­ 
’ 
no good 
_ 
_ 
to tempo­ 
rarily discharge the duties of an 
i ffice 
when there is already a party expressly 
authorized by law to temporarily discharge 
those duties. 
Under such circumstances the 
existence of the vacancy, the very basis of 
the power of appointment and the very reason 
upon which that power is vested in the Board 
fails, and the circumstances under which the 
Board may appoint have not arisen. 
It is therefore clear that the Board of Su­ 
pervisors of Sacramento county has no power, 
hy appointment, to fill the offices of Tax Col­ 
lector aud Recorder, the duties of which, as 
above shown, are now exerci-ed by compe­ 
tent parties who have been elected by rompe- 
tent authority.
